joe greatly wounded. We belicve that 
! the friendship-between Japan and America 
will bo. permanently damaged if the 
present conditions are allowed to continue. 
Wo camnestly. appeal to the American 


1}! public to put a stop to the ‘Boser-tike |- 


treatment of the Japanese, thus maintaining 
eternally the good relations between the
